Only a Temporary Camp 


War disrupts life. Families are sep- 
aated, business becomes complicated, 
and suffering and death seem nearer to 
everyone. Yet in war we simply see in 
concentrated form the unsettled and un- 
Certain state of this present life. There 
were a few sentences in a recent letter 
from a former member of the Times 
staff to the publisher, typical of many 


war letters, which remind us that we 
are all “strangers and pilgrims.” “The 
camp at which I am now stationed,” 
wrote the sergeant, “is but a termporary 
one. We soon hope to move to our new 
and permanent station. How long we 
will be here no one knows, but we are 
all hoping that it [our departure] will 
be in the very near future, because all 
are anxious to start to work.” How 
prone we all are to strike our roots deep 
into our homes and lands and occupa- 
tions, and to forget that the longest life 
is short in the light of eternity! It is 
perfectly possible, through the power of 
the Spirit, to be looking eagerly for- 
ward to the joys of Heaven, and at the 
same time be conscientiously fulfilling 
our present duties. This is one of the 
paradoxes of the Christian life. Paul 
had “a desire to depart, and to be with 
Christ”; the Lord Jesus “for the joy 
that was set before him endured the 
cross”; Abraham, by faith, desired “a 
better country, that is, an heavenly”; 


Peter urges us “as strangers and pil- 
grims” to “abstain from fleshly lusts, 
which war against the soul’; and Paul 
exhorts us to set our “affection on things 
above, not on things on the earth.” It 
is as true of us as of the sergeant that 
the camp at which we are “now sta- 
tioned is but a temporary one,” and we 
do not know how soon we shall “move 
to our new and permanent station.” Many 
of us may have to pass through death 
to that eternal Home; others may still 
be here when “the Lord himself shall 
descend from heaven with a shout... 
and the dead in Christ shall rise first: 
then we which are alive and remain shall 
be caught up together with them in the 
clouds, to meet the Lord in the air: and 
so shall we é¢ver be with the Lord.” 
Whatever may be the manner of our 
going, for all believers it will be a quick 
passage into those many prepared man- 
sions, where we shall live and work 
without fatigue or hindrance, and where 
we shall love and serve Him perfectly.

Evolution and British Broadcasting 


N THE closing months of 1942 broad- 
I cast talks were given in England 
on “Man’s Place in Nature,” during 
which Prof. D. M. S. Watson, F.R.S., the 
principal speaker, attempted to show 
that the theory of evolution was an 


established scientific fact. But in the 
Report of the British Association for. the 
Advancement of Science, 1929, he had 
said: “Evolution is accepted by zoolo- 
gists not because it has been observed 
to occur ... or can be proved by logi- 
cally coherent evidence to be true, but 
because the only alternative, special 
creation, is clearly incredible.” 

Yet he spoke night after night and 
declared to listening millions that to be 
true which earlier he had stated to be 
without valid proofs. And during the 
course of his broadcasts he was awarded

the Darwin Medal by the Royal Society 
for his evolutionist writings. 

Two competent anti - evolutionists, 
Douglas Dewar, Fellow of the Zoologi- 
cal Society, and Lt.-Col. L. M. Davies, 
D.Sc., R.R.S.E., F.R.S., asked the British 
Broadcasting Corporation to give them 
opportunity to meet Prof. Watson and 
his colleague, Dr. Julian Huxley, in open 
debate. After consulting with Watson 
the B.B.C. refused. So Dewar published 
in the Nineteenth Century an extremely 
effective reply. 

But that did not reach the ear of the 
millions. They therefore followed Wat- 
son into the heart of the four principal 
societies of which he is a member, the 
Royal Societies of London and Edin- 
burgh and the Geological and Zoological 
Societies of London, challenging him, or 
anyone else in those societies, to meet 
them in debate upon the subject. (The 
challengers themselves were, one or the 
other, members in three of these socie- 
ties.) The challenged all with one con- 
sent began to make excuse, ending in 
refusal, They obviously did not dare to 
attempt to defend what Prof. Watson had 
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asserted, as, for example, that “new 
kinds of animals have come into being 
by gradual change,” or that “we find 
as we should expect, between the oldest 
forerunner and its present-day descend- 
ants, a complete chain of creatures,” or 
that “the animal kingdom is unplanned, 
owing its characters to accidental 
events.” They were not willing to lift 
a finger to protect the public against 
such unproved and unprovable affirma- 
tions despatched throughout the world 
as the tested conclusions of biological 
science. 

Broadcaster Julian Huxley also de- 
clined open discussion. This certainly 
was not the manner of his brilliant 
grandfather, Thomas H. Huxley. Of the 
grandson’s book, “The Modern Syn- 
thesis,” the editor of the Nineteenth 
Century wrote in March, 1943: 

“While simulating scientific detachment, 
he suppresses or misrepresents every 
serious critic, thus giving his readers 
thoroughly biased and misleading no- 
tions about the present state of biological 
science.” 

The Nineteenth Century used to be, in 
the nineteenth century, the most notable 
outlet for Thomas H. Huxley and other 
evolutionists of the time, for stating their 
case. In the twentieth its orientation 
seems to be in the other direction. 

So were capable opponents avoided by 
the evolutionary caste. What good will 
it do them? The tide is coming in and 
will continue in. Dr. Dewar quotes 
authorities which register this advance. 
Thus Dr. W. R. Thompson: “The severe 
methodological criticism employed in 
other departments of biology has not yet 
been brought to bear against evolution- 
ary speculation” (“Science and Com- 
mon Sense,” 1937, p. 229). Where it has 
been employed the results are not favor- 
able to evolution. In his review of 
palaeontological facts in the light of the 
latest findings of French palaeontologists, 
zoologists, and botanists, Prof. Paul Le- 
moine, editor-in-chief of the Encyclo- 
peedie Francaise 1938, Vol. 5, writes: 

“As a consequence of this exposure the 
theory of evolution is impossible. Really, 
in spite of appearances, no one longer 
believes it. . . . It is a sort of dogma 
which the priests do not believe but 
which they keep going for the people.” 

Of Thomas H. Huxley’s chief eviden- 
tial exhibit, that of the horse family’s 
alleged evolutionary series, a leading 
French palaeontologist, Charles Deperet, 
says, and the italicization is his, “The 
supposed pedigree of the Equide [horse 
family] is a deceitful delusion which... 
in no way enlightens us on the palaeon- 
tological origin of the horse.” 

Another writer on “The Problem of 
Man’s Ancestry,” F. Wood Jones, insists 
that “man is no new begot child of the

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ape, born of chance variations, bred of 
a bloody struggle for existence upon 
purely brutish lines. Such an idea must 
be dismissed by humanity and .. . must 
cease to exert an influence upon con- 
duct.” Yet this was just what Prof. 
Watson was dealing out to millions. 

Douglas Dewar was at one time an 
evolutionist, but the facts transformed 
his opinions. Being financially inde- 
pendent, he was free, as was similarly 
situated Col. Davies, to abandon the evo- 
lutionist cult. “Every British biologist,” 
he avers, “who openly disavows evolu- 
tion,” is likewise independent,—G. K. 
Hebbert and Desmond Murray (ento- 
mologists), Edgar Chance (ornitholo- 
gist), Grant Wilson (zoologist), and Mc- 
Nair Wilson (physiologist). Those who 
conform are professors dependent on 
their positions, “and they know what 
would happen if they blasphemed too 
openly.” 


It requires little knowledge of the his- 
tory of thought to realize that present- 
day ideas in Biblical criticism and sup- 
posedly modern theology are often very 
old. But few know that the same holds 
to a certain extent in regard to evolu- 
tionism which, indeed, runs far back 
beyond Darwin. Mr. Dewar had illus- 
trated this by a deadly parallel. On 
page 200 of Hellmann’s “Origin of Birds,” 
printed in 1926, occurs this fantastic ex- 
planation: 

“From being a terrestrial runner the 
animal now turns an arboreal climber, 
leaping further and further, from branch 
to branch, from tree to tree, and from 
the trees to the ground... . By the fric- 
tion of the air the outer edges of the 
scales become frayed, the frayings grad- 
ually changing into still longer horny 
processes which in course of time be- 
come more and more feather-like until 
the perfect feather is produced. From 
wings, tail, and flanks the feathering 
spreads to the whole body.” 

Some 250 years previously Benoit de 
Maillet (1656-1738) wrote in similar vein: 

“It may happen . . . that winged or 
flying fishes, chasing their prey or im- 
pelled by storm waves, have fallen into 
swamps or grass, whence they were un- 
able to escape, and that in this state 
they acquired a greater capacity for fly- 
ing. Their fins, no longer bathed in the 
sea, split and separated in consequence 
of the drying. Finding in the reedy 
marshes and swamps sufficient food to 
sustain them, the rays of their fins sep- 
arating from each other would become 
prolonged and clothed with feathers... 
the membranes of which, that had be- 
fore been connected, would grow and 
the down would grow. The small ven- 
tral fins of a fish would become the 
feet of a. bird: the beak and neck of 
some birds would lengthen and of others 
shorten, and so on for the rest of the 
body. But a general conformity would 
exist with the original structure and this 
may easily be recognized.”

In John 14:16 the Lord Jesus promised 
to send the disciples “another Com. 
forter”; in verse 26 He plainly declara 
that the Comforter “is the Holy Ghost, 
whom the Father will send in my 
name.” This is the Spirit of God, nota 
created being, and therefore one with the 
Father and the Son. 

Angels are created beings, of an order 
entirely different from either human be- 
ings or the Godhead. “Thou, even thou, 
art Lord alone; thou hast made heaven, 
the heaven of heavens, with all their 
host, .. . and the host of heaven worship. 
peth thee” (Neh. 9:6); “For by him 
[Christ] were all things created, that 
are in heaven, and that are in earth, 
visible and invisible, whether they be 
thrones, or dominions, or principalities, 
or powers: all things were created by 
him, and for him” (Col. 1:16). Man is 
made “a little lower than the angels” 
(Psa, 8:5). They serve God in many 
He gives them charge over one 
who trusts Him (Psa. 91:11); they min- 
istered to Christ after His temptation 
(Matt. 4:11); they will separate the 
wheat from the tares at the end of this 
age (Matt. 13:41); more than 12 legions 
of angels stood ready to serve Christ 
at the time of His betrayal (Matt. 26: 
53); “his mighty angels” will come with 
Christ when He returns (2 Thess. 1:7). 
They were sent on many different spe- 
cial errands in Scripture, and will yet 
play an important part in the establish- 
ment of the millennial kingdom. 

There is some ground for the popular 
belief that children have guardian an- 
gels. It probably comes from such pas- 
Sages as these: “Take heed that ye de- 
spise not one of these little ones; for ! 
say unto you, That in heaven their angels 
do always behold the face of my Father 
which is in heaven” (Matt. 18:10); “For 
he shall give his angels charge over thee, 
to keep thee in all thy ways” (Psa. 91: 
11); “Are they [angels] not all minister- 
ing spirits, sent forth to minister for 
them who shall be heirs of salvation?” 
(Heb. 1:14.) Citing these three passages, 
Dr. Scofield in his very full and illumi- 
nating note on angels (at Heb. 1:4), says, 
“It would seem that this care for the 
heirs of salvation begins in infancy and 
continues through life.”

Some 
said they had heard the message from 
other Scripture Readers while in camp 
in different parts of the country. So 
we gathered the fruit where others had 
sown. ¢ 

EN ROUTE 


It was our first Sunday out on the 
high seas. A sailor, hearing me playing 
my accordion, poked his head inside 
the porthole and we exchanged a few 
words. Later in the day he brought along 
a bombarditr M. of the R.A. a member of 
the Army Scripture Readers’ and Sol- 
diers’ and Airmen’s Christian Association, 
and that evening we had two or three 
in the cabin for Bible reading and 
prayer.

to our great joy we had a record num- 
ber. In the dining room there was a 
piano, and with “Golden Bells” and some 
chorus books, the men enjoyed some 
good hearty singing. On one occasion 
a young 2nd lieutenant gave a talk, and 
the meetings were a real encouragement 
to everyone. We were privileged to see 
an appreciable change in the spiritual 
“To God be the 
glory! Great things He hath done.” 

One Sunday we announced a Gospel 
testimony. When the time came to start 
there was not a seat left, so some sat 
on the floor. It was a grand meeting, 
and we know that the Lord blessed it 
to the salvation of at least one man. 

We also conducted community hymn 
singing on deck. This began in a very 
small way, but it transpired a day or 
so after that the authorities put it in 
orders for Sunday evenings. This was 
again a wonderful encouragement, and 
hundreds of the troops gathered round. 
It was most impressive to hear, at the 
close of the day, all these men singing 
“Abide with me.” It was also sheer de- 
light to get among the fellows on these 
occasions, which always included the 
reading of God’s Word with a short ad- 
dress; and through the testimonies in 
the open air men were used of God to 
bring their comrades to know Him, 
whom to know is life eternal. 


BASE OF OPERATIONS 


“Destination unknown” soon became 
“a place of conjecture,” and eventually, 
of course, we arrived at our “Base of 
Operations.” 

If there is ever a time when one covets 
the Master’s special enduement of “the 
tongue of the learned” to know how to 
speak a “word in season,” it is as one 
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passes from tent to tent in such a camp 
as that in which we found ourselves. 
Like Paul, the Scripture Reader must 
be determined to know nothing among 
men save Jesus Christ, and Him cruci- 
fied; otherwise, meeting with,such a 
variety of men with so many differing 
and conflicting views on every subject 
under the sun, and who have encoun- 
tered all kinds of strange and varied 
experiences before and during the war, 
he will fail in pointing them to Him 
who alone is the true and living Way. 

Here is a tent of men going home. 
They are in great spirits. ‘Roll on the 
big boat, and then for a jolly good time 
in England!” Has God a word for them? 
They certainly do not appear to be con- 
scious of their need of such a word. 
We ask the Lord for guidance. 

“I suppose you can recall most of the 
fellows who came out with you? Are 
they, too, all going home?” 

“My word, no! There are some un- 
derneath the ground.” 

“But you are not. Has it occurred to 
you to wonder why? What happened to 
them could have happened to you, 
couldn’t it? But God has spared your 
life. He has something for you to do, if 
you will only trust the Saviour. You 
say that you haven’t done so yet, but 
you may begin, and begin today.” 

Another tent of home-going men, but 
what an atmosphere! 

“Religion? We have no time for it, 
What are the churches doing to put 
things right? Here we are, all waiting 
to go home on compassionate grounds. 
The wife of each one of us has been 
unfaithful.” And there follows a tor- 
rent of reproach against God, against 
life in general, and against the Army 
in particular. ; 

In spirit we sit where they sit, and 
say that we sympathize, knowing how 
we ourselves would feel in similar cir- 
cumstances, and then seek to point them 
to One who, if allowed, can yet take 
life’s tangled, even broken threads and, 
against the dark background of sad and 
bitter experience, weave the bright de- 
sign of His tender understanding and 
faithfulness, 

“Well, thanks very,much for coming. 
I swore I would never again listen to 
religion; but thanks all the same!” 

A jazz tune, accompanied by singing 
and whistling, comes from a group who 
thus forget the rigors of a “hardening 
course,” the fleas, the sweat, the sand. 
The words of the song could not be 
printed. We make no reference to the 
song, but remark on the pleasure that 
music can bring, congratulating those 
who, like the accompanist, have music 
“in their fingers,” and then inquire, 
“Who knows anything about music in 
the heart, God’s gift? The joy of sins 
forgiven, of peace with God, of harmony 
with things eternal? As yet you haven’t 
had the joybells ringing in your hearts.” 

“Didn’t know such a thing was pos- 
sible anyway, but it sounds attractive.” 
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“Chaps, when we come to Christ He 
puts a new song into our mouths, even 
praise unto God. I know, because I came 
to Him years ago as a young soldier 
over in D——, and I have had His joy 
in my heart ever since.” 

“Do you speak Spanish?” I was asked 
in another tent. 

“No, but I have a smattering of French 
and Arabic,” I replied. 

“Good, here’s the chap for you!” And 
I was introduced to a Spaniard —now a 
Commando and formerly a Foreign 
Legionary. 

We compare notes, for I know the 
Depot of the Legion, and have, or had, 
many friends serving in it. For a time 
we speak “Legion French,” the night- 
mare of true Frenchmen; then, turning 
from this Spaniard, I speak in English 
to the amused and interested group that 
have gathered. 

“The Legion! Who has not dreamed 
of it? ‘Will you please do your utmost 
to find my son? He has left home and 
may have joined the Legion’ — thus ran 
more than one letter from an anxious 
mother. ‘I am praying that God will 
keep him from sin and save him.’ Does 
God answer prayer? The Good Shep- 
herd goeth after the lost sheep until He 
find it. Many a prodigal son of the 
twentieth century has heard the mes- 
sage in Algeria or Morocco that has 
turned them back to their father’s house 
and to their father’s God. But all the 
prodigals are not in the Legion. If I 
am any judge of faces, there are quite 
a few in this tent. Now, what about it? 
God, for Christ’s sake, waits to be gra- 
cious, has waited throughout the years. 
His ‘Spirit shall not always strive with 
man.” ‘Come, for all things are now 
ready.’” 

I come across another group. “Hello, 
chaps! Where do you all come from?” 

There are many responses to this ques- 
tion, and then one says, “Oh, I come 
from that little village they call London, 
a little village I know like the back of 
my hand.” 

“Splendid! Let me tell you the ex- 
perience of a friend of mine. After 
years in Africa he was back in Lon- 
don. A big London bobby had just told 
him the way to the Houses of Parlia- 
ment. ‘That’s easy,’ he said, My friend 
turned back saying, ‘Just one other 
question: Can you tell me the way to 
Heaven?’ 

“The bobby’s look was eloquent with 
surprise. ‘Good Lord, no! he said; ‘I 
can’t; you must ask a parson.’ 

“The policeman was 35, he had been 
brought up in a land of churches, and 
yet was quite honest when he said that 
he did not know the way to Heaven. 
My friend told him of so-called ‘natives’ 
in Africa who not only knew the way, 
but were eager to show_it to others. 

“Now, chaps, how many of you can 
tell me the way to Heaven?” 

“That’s hardly a fair question,” says 
one, 


“No one can know until he is dead,” 
volunteers a second. 

“It isn’t necessary for a fellow to go 
to church anyway,” says a third. 

“As long as a chap does his best, what 
more can you expect?’ asks another. 

And others add, “I say that if you go 
to church and keep the commandments, 
you will be all right.” 

“I maintain that there is neither 
Heaven nor hell. The priests have in- 
vented the idea to put fear into people. 
You make Heaven or hell for yourself 
in this life.” 

Then I said, “Well now, shall we see 
what the Bible says about Heaven?” 

I turn to the old Book, and there re- 
veal to them its reality, its beauty, its 
wondrous accessibility through Him 
who is the Door and the Way, its Star 
and Sun, and who, there as here, leads 
on to ever fresh delight. 


IN THE DESERT 


The Association’s car wends its way 
over the desert with the sole purpose 
of carrying the message of Life to those 
called upon to face the possibility of 
physical death in the cause of victory. 
By friendly co-operation with Church 
of England and Nonconformist chap- 
lains, openings are made for the con- 
ducting of services on gun sites, in dug- 
outs, and in many other queer places. 

The accordion still proves a great boon 
in the work. Hundreds of men all over 
the desert have sung to its music, to 
the glory and praise of God. 

We spent some time at a Casualty 
Clearing Station, and God confirmed His 
Word by the witness of two men who 
accepted the Lord Jesus Christ as their 
Saviour. Others, too, expressed their 
gratitude for the little bedside talks, and 
we have the assurance that the bread 
cast upon the waters shall be found after 
many days. 

Sunday evening services were con- 
ducted in the Underground Ward of the 
Casualty Clearing Station, and to add a 
little interest and variety solos and duets 
were sung. These were muth appreci- 
ated, and one man said, “It is a long 
time since I heard one of the good old 
Gospel songs.” 

On one occasion a fellow followed 
me out of the ward, and expressed a 
desire to follow the Lord Jesus Christ. 
We sat together onthe. side of.a ‘slit 
trench and, after further explanation of 
the Word, we bowed our heads in 
prayer; and another soul was “born of 
God.” What a change was witnessed 
in the life of this man! ' His face shows 
radiant happiness as he testifies to the 
joy and peace that has come into his 
life; for we were able to have further 
fellowship together, during which time 
he was encouraged and built up in the 
Word. 

I quote, to the glory of,God, an ex- 
tract from a letter he sent me: “You 
have given me the greatest joy any per- 
son can have on this earth, through Jesus 
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Christ our Saviour. I thank God from 
the bottom of my heart for sending yoy 
to me, and may He lead you to many 
others.” 

He also wrote to his wife, telling her 
the good news. 

One evening I was sitting in my tent, 
singing a few Gospel songs,’ with the 
aid of the accordion, when a South Af. 
rican native. came near, and said, jn 
broken English, “You are very happy; 
you sing and play; you don’t care. Wil] 
you. please teach me how to play?” 

Of course, I had to explain that it was 
not an easy instrument to play, but I 
promised to accompany them if he and 
his friends would sing. So a service was 
arranged. We taught them the choruses: 
“Love won on Calvary,” “How greatly 
Jesus must have loved me,” and others; 
and had a very happy time indeed. 

Week by week services were held with 
these. Kaffir soldiers, and with the aid 
of a- native sergeant who could speak 
English fluently, we were able to have 
Bible readings with. explanatory talks, 
How the camp rang with the choruses, 
which were rendered beautifully, in a 
way peculiar to the colored man! A 
Christian doctor was passing one Sunday 
evening, and he said it reminded him of 
Keswick. 

Arriving at a place where much action 
was witnessed, we were privileged in 
being allowed to visit ships in the har- 
bor, and to have open air services on 
the docks. Many gathered around to 
listen as we sang and played old 
choruses. 

We worked in complete harmony with 
the chaplains, visiting caves, billets, and 
dugouts, and found many happy and use- 
ful openings for the presentation of the 
Gospel. 

Being but a few miles from the front 
line, I decided to. make a visit to the 
men, and there, within sight and sound 
of the bursting enemy shells, we sang, 
and I spoke of the Lord’s return. With 
death so. close and so obvious, I am sure 
those men would not easily forget the 
word. 

However, owing to the situation we 
were not allowed to stay, and we re 
turned to our original station. There we 
loaded. the car with “Comforts” for the 
troops, and, deciding to use these as 4 
means of contact, we made our way for- 
ward again to the front line. 

Coming to an area which seemed 
strangely quiet, considering the fact that 
fierce battles had previously been fought 
to gain occupation of the place, I made 
inquiries as to whether it was “healthy” 
te travel up the main road in order. to 
reach my objective; and was assured 
that it was all right. After traveling 
some distance I sensed that the car was 
going in the wrong direction, but still 
kept -on, when finally I was stopped and 
challenged by some officers, armed with 
rifles and a “tommy-gun.” 

One of them said to me, “Where are 
you going?” 
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I replied, “I am going to our forward 
troops with chocolate, sweets, etc,” in- 
jorming them at the same time what 
AS.R. stood for. 

Seeing the funny side of the situation, 
one of them answered, “The only for- 
ward troops from here are the ‘Boche.’” 

So I had to thank God that these men 
happened to be there, and just at the 
right moment. Two of them were war 
correspondents, and they included the 
Scripture Reader in an article of a par- 
ticular newspaper, entitled “Sidelights 
on a Strange Campaign.” 


At one point, while I was talking to 
a Section which was helping to hold the 
line, the enemy’s transport could be seen 
moving in front of us. The Association’s 
car was rather prominent, due to my 
stupidity, and something heavy flashed 
through the air. The Section Comman- 
der and I bolted into the trench. I asked 
him what it was, and he informed me 
that is was probably a mortar shell, and 
that my vehicle had probably been taken 
for a Staff car. So it was my unhappy 
duty to take myself and the car away 
in order to prevent the Section from be- 
coming a target. 


Christ, the Apostles, and Wine—Il 


by ERNEST GORDON 


HE proof text of the churchly de- 
fenders of alcoholic drink is Luke 7: 
93, 34, “For John the Baptist came neither 
eating bread nor drinking wine; and ye 
say, He hath a devil. The Son of man 
is come eating and drinking; and ye 


say, Behold a gluttonous man, and a 


winebibber.” The emphasis is else- 
where than the alcohol apologists would 
place it. It contrasts the isolation of 
John’s life with the social character of 
Christ’s. John was a wilderness prophet. 
He neither ate nor drank with others 
and avoided human companionships. 
Into the wilderness were driven the 
insane and devil-possessed. Hence the 
suggestion that he himself was of this 
class. Our Lord associated freely with 
others at meals and elsewhere. He, too, 
was slandered, called a glutton, and 
charged with being oinopotes, a drinker 
of intoxicating wine. There is no proof 
that he was either, any more than his 
cousin the Forerunner. 

One should observe that in Matthew 
11:18 no reference is made to wine in 
this connection and even in Luke 7:33 
the omission of the words “bread” and 
“wine” is indicated in some manuscripts, 

John the Baptist, as a Nazarene, drank 
neither fermented nor wunfermented 
wine (Num. 6:3, 4). John came neither 
eating bread nor drinking (even) un- 
fermented wine; Jesus came eating and 
drinking, — what? If unfermented wine, 


and no other seems probable, that, too, . 


might have been the occasion of the 
slander that he was a glutton and wine- 
drinker. The phrase, however, may 
have been simply borrowed from Deu- 
teronomy 21:20 (where the law speaks 
of judgment on the incorrigible son), in 
stder to identify him with that son. 
“You claim to be the Son of God, holy, 
obedient to the Father,” they may have 
said. “Actually you are the rebel son 
spoken of in the Law, ‘a glutton, and 
a drunkard,’ worthy only of stoning.” 
Christ’s few references to wine are 
easily understood. “No man putteth 
hew wine into old bottles.” This be- 
Cause the old wineskins are full of fer- 
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menting lees. The unfermented wine 
must be put into clean, fresh (R.V.) 
skins to protect it from fermentation 
(Luke 5:36-38). When we read in the 
next verse, “No man also having drunk 
old wine straightway desireth new: for 
he saith, The old is better,” we have no 
praise of old, that is, of strong wine. 
The emphasis is on the word straight- 
way and the simile is used only by way 
of illustration. Christ is thinking of 
those who cling to old traditions, as the 
Pharisees in the following verses. Both 
the story of wheat plucked on the Sab- 
bath, and of the healing of the withered 
hand, illustrate the old topers of legal- 
ism who cling to archaic ideas of the 
Sabbath. They do not take easily to 
the new and wholesome wine of Jesus’ 
views. They cannot be made to mend 
their ideas straightway. 

The story of the Last Supper is ad- 
duced to show that Christ did drink 
alcoholic wine. But it was a Passover 
Supper, and “the Jews world over, with 
few exceptions, have kept the Passover 
Supper with unfermented wine” (Prof. 
Stuart of Andover; also Ferrar Fenton, 
“The Bible and Wine,” 1911). Prof. 
Marks of London University declared, 
“At Passover and every other festival 
where the sanctification is pronounced 
over wine, the custom is to use wine 
prepared from raisins immediately be- 
fore celebration.” The Jewish practice 
of having servants present at Passover 
with a kettle of warm water was alsb 
evidently followed in order to counter- 
act, by the addition of water, any pos- 
sible fermentation. (The “man bearing 
a pitcher of water” of Mark 14:13 may 
be an incidental reference to this use of 
water at Passover.) 

The watering of wine at Communion, 
a practice of the early Church, was a 
continuation of Jewish usage and pre- 
sumably dictated by the same consider- 
ation. Dr. W. M. Christie, a connoisseur 
of Jewish customs and rabbinical liter- 
ature, speaking of the Last Supper, says 
(Palestine Calling, p. 128): “The Pass- 
over wine was always mixed in the pro- 
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portion of one of wine to three of water 
(B. Shabb. 77a). And before this was 
done no blessing could be pronounced 
on it. (B. Ber. 50b).” 

According to the Mishna (ch. 10) a 


‘person was not to have less than four 


cups of wine at the Passover. This, ac- 
cording to Lightfoot (vol. 9, p. 151), 
would, if alcoholic, have meant six 
ounces of alcohol, enough to badly intox- 
icate the women and children partaking. 
Thousands of priests in Jerusalem on the 
Passover night certainly would not use 
alcoholic wine, nor the Nazarites, 
Rechabites, Essenes, nor probably the 
followers of John the Baptist. The Lord 
Jesus would not have been less scrupu- 
lous. 

Even the word wine appears to have 
been purposely avoided in the narra- 
tive since wine might be intoxicating, 
the fruit of the vine never. So our 
Lord speaks of “the fruit of the vine” 
and the Evangelists, as well as Paul in 
his account of the institution of the Com- 
munion, describe it as “the cup.” There 
is a remarkable phrase in the Epistle 
to the Galatians which mentions Scrip- 
ture as foreseeing the future. The dis- 
ease, corruption, and sin associated 
through the coming centuries with alco- 
hol,— alcoholic wine not excepted,— 
may have been in the mind of the 
prescient and divinely foreseeing Christ, 
so that He determined to give no sanc- 
tion to its use when He instituted the 
most sacred rite of the Christian church, 
that which should commemorate His 
death. This may explain why, in that 
death, He refused the perfumed wine 
which was handed Him in His agony. 
The associations were too close with the 
world which was crucifying Him, with 
sin and seduction and sensuality, to al- 
low any association with the mighty 
spiritual event which was transpiring on 
the cross. And, let it be recalled, Christ 
was priest as well as offering, and no 
Jewish priest could be thought of as 
touching wine when sacrificing. Fur- 
thermore the Last Supper of Thursday 
evening was typical of the great sacri- 
fice on the following day. The same 
abstinence from fermented wine would 
be observed by the Great High Priest 
in instituting His typical sacrifice, the 
Lord’s Supper. 

How Christianity is perverted in the 
matter is illustrated by the celebration 
of mass a few years ago in the Rocke- 
feller-rebuilt Rheims cathedral, in honor 
of the centenary of the champagne firm, 
Pommery et Compagnie. The re-enact- 
ment of the sacrifice of Calvary in honor 
of a hundred years of champagne sell- 
ing and champagne drinking, of wild 
dinners and dances and debauchery! 
Could anything be more incongruous? 
“What is there between me and thee?” 
the Saviour might well say. “Thy line- 
age is to be traced back, not to Calvary, 
where I refused the perfumed wine, but 
to the feast in Babylon, where Belshaz- 
zar, whiles he tasted the wine, com- 
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manded to bring the golden and silver 
vessels taken out of the Jerusalem tem- 
ple that he and his concubines might 
drink in them and praise the gods of 
gold, of silver, of brass, of iron, of wood, 
and of stone.” 

The Song of Moses (Deut. 32) is al- 
most prophetic of the difference between 
Christianity and clericalism in this re- 
spect, between the Rock of God and the 
Rock of the Pseudo-Peter. Thus:

How familiar this contrast between the 
wine of life and the wine of death must 
have been to Christ! 





“The fruit of the vine” is not the de- 
cayed fruit of the vine. It is perhaps 
not realized how widely the natural 
juice of the vine was used in the classi- 
cal world. Pliny speaks of many vari- 
eties of sweet wine, raisin wine, etc., 
with methods of preparation. Thus the 
semper mustum, of fresh grape juice, 
was grape juice put into casks, imme- 
diately plunged under water and left 
until the winter solstice was past and 
frosty weather at hand. Dr. Lyman Ab- 
bott was in his day no friend of the 
antialcohol movement, yet he can be 
considered a reasonably competent 
scholar. In his “Dictionary of Religious 
Knowledge” he says of wine (p. 973): 
“Fermented wine was the least common 
(in Biblical times) and the percentage 
of alcohol was small. New wines were 
wholly without alcohol and were easily 
preserved in this condition for several 
months, There were also wines in 
which, by boiling or by drugs, the proc- 
ess of fermentation was prevented and 
alcohol excluded. These were mixed 
with water and constituted the most 
common drink of the land.” 

The great classical authority on agri- 
culture, Columella, writes (Book 12, 
ch. 29): “That your grape juice may 
be always as sweet as when it is new 
thus proceed. After you apply the press 
to the grapes, take the newest must, put 
it in a new container (amphora), bung 
it up, and cover up very carefully with 
pitch lest any water should enter; then 
sink it in a cistern or pond of cold water 
and allow no part of the amphora to 
remain above the surface. After forty 
days take it out. It will remain sweet 
for a year.” 

Another practice was to boil the juice 
till thickened, store in skin bottles and 
keep in cool cellars. In the Georgics 
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(1:295) one gets a picture of this opera- 
tion. “His wife . .. on the fire boils 
down the sweet juice of must and skims 
with leaves the wave of bubbling caul- 
dron.” Hepsema was boiled down to 
one third, defrutum to one half. Before 
boiling it was treated with resinous gums 
or with sulphate of lime (gypsum): after 
boiling it was put into new wineskins. 
This unfermented paste, or treacle, was 
when used dissolved in water. This is 
what is meant in Scripture by mingling 
or mixing wine. 

No better medicine for Timothy’s 
“stomach and oft infirmities” could have 
been recommended by Paul than the 
juice of the grape. It is, in fact, a spe- 
cific, grape sugar being the one sub- 
stance in nature which passes into the 
circulation without requiring digestion. 
One substance? No, there is one other. 
Alcohol passes unaltered to every cell 
of the human body, breaking down the 
lipoid defenses and exhibiting lethal af- 
finities especially for nerve tissue. So 
again we have the duel between the 
life-giving grape and death-dealing alco- 


hol. One thinks of Dr. Legrain’s bon 
mot: “Alcohol is the illegitimate son of 
sugar.” 


Pliny mentions adynaton (wine with- 
out strength) “which is given to in- 
valids.” It is noticeable that Paul does 
not advise Timothy to drink wine but 
to use a little, presumably as medicine. 
This makes 1 Timothy 5:23 a very frail 
Magna Charta for alcoholic “Christian 
liberty.” 


Yet in a list of altar wines given in 
the Annual of the Anglican Living 
Church, the unfermented fruit of the 
vine is not mentioned among the sau- 
ternes, Burgundies, sherries, ports, and 
other society drinks. It is almost as if 
alcohol were the essential thing in com- 
munion wine, and as if twelve per cent 
alcohol and eighty-eight per cent water 
colored with cochineal might pass as the 
fruit of the vine in case of need. Indeed, 
the editor of the Church Times has re- 
cently said as much: “Communions with 
unfermented liquors may be deeply edi- 
fying feasts of fellowship, but they are 
not Christian Eucharists.” 


As a matter of fact after the fruit of 
the vine has undergone chemical change 
it is no more the fruit of the vine than 
hydrogen and oxygen remain hydrogen 
and oxygen when combined in water. 
Not only has the fruit of the vine lost 
its characteristic elements in fermenta- 
tion, but six other elements have entered 
it— alcohol, oenanthic acid, oenanthic 
ether, essential or volatile oils, acetic 
acid, and sulphate of potash. 

Certainly the ghastliest exegesis in the 
history of the Christian Church is that 
which defends, on the few references to 
unfermented wine in the New Testa- 
ment, the use, not only of modern wines 
which are usually fortified with addi- 
tional alcohol, but the whole array of 
intoxicants (that is, toxic, poisonous

The Lesson as a Whole

Approach to the Lesson 


ECAUSE God alone is the Author 
B of life, He has absolute authority 

over those to whom He has given 
existence and who are dependent upon 
His bounty for every breath they draw 
and all that they possess. This is just 
as true of unsaved men as of Christians. 
He says, “All souls are mine” (Ezek. 
18:4), and we are told that He is “the 
God of the spirits of all flesh” (Num. 
16:22). Therefore all should recognize 
His claims upori them and obey His 
sacred mandates. But sin has separated 
man from God and produced a state of 
insubjection, which leads to disregard of 
His will. Sin is lawlessness, as 1 John 
3:4 properly reads; hence the need of a 
new birth, by which men become mem- 
bers of a new creation, of. which the 
risen Christ is the Head. In this new 
state, His Word is the supreme rule of 
life, and the believer, who is indwelt 
by the Holy Spirit, is now empowered 
to live unto God—no longer walking 


according to the former lusts, or carnal - 


desires (1 Pet. 1:14). His body is the 
temple of the Holy Spirit; his heart is 
the Saviour’s shrine. Constrained by 
the love of Christ, he is to walk in love 
toward all men, in obedience to magis- 
trates, and in loyalty to the One who has 
redeemed him. This settles the “tem- 
perance question,” as it settles every 
other question that has to do with the 
ethics of the new life. To give way to 
selfish appetites and unholy passions is 
to dishonor the God whom he recognizes 
a his loving, Heavenly Father. Not 
only each act, but every thought is to 
be brought “into captivity . .. to the 
obedience of Christ” (2 Cor. 10:5). No 
toom is left for self-pleasing, nor for 
careless indulgence in things or habits 
hurtful to that body, which now be- 
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longs to the Lord (1 Cor. 6:20) and 
should be used for His glory (Rom. 12:1). 


The Historical Setting 


The lesson texts are taken from Gene- 
sis, written by Moses 1,500 years before 
Christ; Matthew, the Gospel that sets 
forth our Lord as Israel’s rejected King; 
and two of Paul’s Epistles, Romans and 
First Corinthians, written in his later 
years to set forth Christian truth and 
responsibility. 


Verse by Verse 


Gen. 1:27.—“God created man in his 
own image, ... male and female cre- 
gted he them.” This statement absolutely 
negatives the popular theory of the evo- 
lution of mankind from a lower order 
of animals, whether apes or some other 
branch of the brute creation. Man was 
brought into being by the direct crea- 
torial power of God. By the possession 
of spirit as well as soul, he is in the 
image of God, who is Spirit (John 4:24) 
and the Father of spirits (Heb. 12:9). 
In the beginning he was also in the like- 
ness of God morally. The image was 
marred and the likeness lost by sin, so 
that all men since (Christ only excepted) 
have come into the world in the like- 
ness of sinful Adam and after his image 
(Gen, 5:3). 


Verse 28.—“God .. . said unto them, Be 
fruitful, and multiply, and replenish the 
earth, . .. and have dominion.” Thus 
the first man was the type of Him who 
was to come, who shall yet have do- 
minion over all the universe and whose 
spiritual children shall inherit all things. 
It is noticeable that the command to 
Adam to be the father of children was 
given while he was still innocent, be- 
fore sin had come in, but his first child, 
Cain, was born after the fall, and so 
inherited a corrupt nature. 

Matt. 12:11—“What man . . shall 
have one sheep, and if it fall into a pit 
on the sabbath day, will not ... lift it 
out?” Men at times will be more con- 
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siderate of a domestic or farm animal 
than of a suffering fellow man, because 
one may profit by saving the life of the 
beast, while it may bring no personal 
advantage to care for a needy brother. 


Verse 12.—‘How much then is a man 
better than a sheep?” There is no com- 
parison of value between man and any 
of the lower creation, for it is he alone 
who possesses the ability to respond to 
God and to become, through grace, a 
member of the redeemed family. If, 
therefore, one would be considerate of 
a sheep or other animal, how much more 
should he be concerned about a man or 
a woman in need of help and sympa- 
thetic, loving care? 


Rom. 14:19.—‘Follow after the things 
... wherewith one may edify another.” 
In all our relationships with our fellow 
men, whether saints or sinners, we are 
to seek their good — to endeavor to live 
in peace with all, and to build up one 
another, rather than to be the means 
of causing harm or deterioration of char- 
acter. In the light of these words, who 
would dare tempt another by offering 
him that which is deleterious to body or 
mind? 

Verse 20.—‘For meat destroy not the 
work of God.” The apostle has been 
dealing with the question of meats of- 
fered to idols. To eat such would to 
one with a weak conscience be sin. The 
strong one, who does not share this view, 
is to consider his weaker brother and 
not to harm him by setting a bad ex- 
ample. 


Verse 21.—“It is good neither to eat 
flesh, nor to drink wine, nor any thing 
whereby thy brother stumbleth.” To in- 
sist on personal liberty in regard to in- 
dulgences that are a snare to others is 
not the spirit that was seen in Christ. 
Better far to refrain from what I may 
feel clear about myself than, by doing 
it, to stumble a weaker brother. 


1 Cor. 6:19.—‘Your body is the temple 
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of the Holy Ghost.” This is true only 
of the Christian. For him it should 
settle every question as to personal 
habits ard the unlawful gratification of 
carnal appetites, which are unbecoming 
in a child of God. If the Holy Spirit 
has deigned to make a temple of my 
body, how careful I should be to keep 
that body clean and free from all that 
would dishonor the sacred Guest. 


Verse 20—“Ye are bought with a 
price.” Believers have been redeemed 
to God by the precious blood of His 
beloved Son. Having purchased us at 
such a cost, we owe Him full allegiance. 
It should ever be our object to “glorify 
God,” in our bodies, which are His and 
which will some day share in the full- 
ness of redemption (Rom. 8:23). 


The Heart of the Lesson 


Our bodies belong to God and should 
be devoted to His service because of 
His twofold claim upon them. He cre- 
ated us, and He gave His Son to redeem 
us. Moreover, it is by His power and 
goodness that we are sustained and 
strengthened for the responsibilities He 
puts upon us. While unsaved men ig- 
nore His authority, we who have trusted 
Christ as Saviour should own, with glad- 
ness, His Lordship over us and so yield 
to Him all our ransomed powers. The 
deepest joys in life are found as we rec- 
ognize His claims and present our bodies 
in sacrificial service.

The Three Creations of Genesis 1. 
It is interesting and instructive to ob- 
serve that in Genesis 1 we are told of 
only three definite creative acts of God.

“No, I never have.”

Some years ago I was 
entertained in the home of the late Mr. 
Robert Fleming of Toronto, Canada. Mr. 
Fleming had been mayor of the city, 
and at the time of my visit was head 
of the utilities of the city. 


Mr. Fleming was an active Christian, 
and when he was mayor he had great 
national and international notice because 
he decided it was his duty and so re- 
fused to permit the trolley cars to op- 
erate on Sunday. The law forbade it. 


Mr. Fleming had fine farms outside 
of the city where he raised Percheron 
horses, Jersey cattle, Southdown sheep, 
and Chester White pigs. All of this 
stock was of prize-winning strains, for 
which Mr. Fleming had paid the usual 
prize-winner prices. 

One time later when he was visiting 
me I saw him pay $3,000 for a Jersey 
calf. “Why all your costly animals?” 
I asked. 


“I want to do what I can to improve 
the live stock of the Dominion,” was the 
reply. 

Why all this reference to a Canadian 
“gentleman farmer”? Because I want to 
call attention to the fact that Mr. Flem- 
ing’s visit to his farms the day I went 
with him was to see that this costly 
stock was getting the right sort of food. 

The horses, cows, sheep, and pigs were 
“bought with a price,” and pains were 
taken that nothing should go into their 
mouths but that which would be bene- 
ficial. 

In thousands of homes, hotels, clubs, 
and taprooms can be heard the rattle 
of the cocktail shaker and laughter and 
shouts of the revellers, yet this valuable 
human live stock was all bought with 
a price — yea, “the price of blood.” . 

During the “Dry era” two millionaire 
brothers, creators and makers of a 
famous automobile, were served with 
some bootleg liquor. It was quick-act- 
ing stuff and killed at once. The cock- 
tail, the highB@ll, the julep,-the punch 
are much slower, but none the less sure 
on that account. You start with a gen-

You start with 
a “light wine,” but at the last you are 
struck with “Jersey lightning.”

TopAyY’s SUGGESTION 


ae | DON'T want to go to Sunday school 
because the teacher makes us stand 
up and say a verse alone, and I can’t 
do it. I’m so scared I just cry; and I 
want to stay at home.” 

It is splendid to teach the Primary 
children Scripture verses, which by con- 
tinued repetition they learn so thor- 
oughly that they never forget them. But 
there are bound to be some very timid 
children in every group, and they are 
rather young to be compelled to stand 
alone and repeat the verse. Even if they 
know the verse perfectly, it is often im- 
possible for them to say it. There are 
always children who are not timid who 
are glad to say the verses; in fact, there 
are some whom you cannot keep still. 
They have to be curbed a little or they 
will never give anyone else a chance 
to say anything; but don’t force the 
very shy children. 
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Unless you were a timid child your. 
self or have had special dealing with 
such a child, you have no conception 
of how they suffer. I have in mind now 
a small boy who comes home and tells 
how he sings in Sunday school. His 
teacher says he is so shy that he never 
opens his mouth to sing. I think the 
Lord must hear him singing in his heart, 
but nobody else has ever heard him. The 
same child, now in kindergarten, has de- 
cided that he does not want to go to 
high school because he doesn’t know 
anybody there. He manages kindergar- 
ten with the help of two little neighbor 
girls who sit by him. On Easter Sunday 
the teacher tried to make him go on the 
platform with the Primary children for 
their song, and he fled down the aisle 
with tears streaming down his face, and 
it was hard to get him back to Sunday 
school again. It is fortunate that there 
are not too many such children, but 
there are some, so be gentle with them. 


Topay’s LESSON

For the Primary children we are con- 
tinuing the story of the Lord’s earthly 
ministry as told by Mark.

We 
never fail, perhaps, to emphasize the 
death of Christ for our sin, but we often 
forget that He “was raised again for 
our justification.” We must say with 
Paul that if Christ be not raised, we 
are without hope. 

The account of the resurrection min- 
istry of the Lord is very brief, so if you 
want more detail for the children, go 
to the other Gospels. Several wonder- 
ful things are shown in this ministry. 
One is the freedom of Christ’s resurrec- 
tion body. He came and went through 
closed doors. We are told by John that 
when He appears we shall be like Him. 
Christ appeared only to those who be- 
lieved in Him, those who loved Him. 
When He calls out His Church, the world 
will not see Him. The last view the 
world had of Christ was on the cross 
where they had crucified Him. Their 
next sight will be when He comes in 
power and great glory as their Judge. 

Of course the last point in your story 
will be the going away of the Lord Jesus 
into Heaven where He still sits at His 
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Father’s right hand, and from whence 
He will soon return to meet us in the air.

For Junior Teachers

AVE you a house like this —a house 

with a little red door and two win- 
dows? There is a chimney from which 
you can see “smoke” on a cold, frosty 
morning. The roof is thatched with 
black or brown or yellow, or maybe 
red. Inside the house there are a num- 
ber of rooms. One of them has a pump 
which keeps a red fluid moving through 
all the pipes. Another room takes care 
of the air conditioning of the building. 
There is a furnace room when fuel is 
burned. The attic has a radio station 
that, sends and receives messages’ of 
many kinds. 

You do have a house like that! It 
is your body. Where can you find the 
little red door and the two windows, etc.? 
You’d call it your own house, wouldn’t 
you? Yet you didn’t have a bit of say 
whether the thatch should be red or 
brown, and whether the radio station 
should be in the attic or in the base- 
ment. Now answer these: When you 
built a snow house or fort last winter, 
to whom did you think it belonged? Of 
course you thought it was yours— be- 
cause you built it. Then Someone else 
can claim your body house, for He made 
it. The boys may find Genesis 1:27, 
and the girls Psalm 100:3, to see who 
can say, “I made it; it’s mine,” about 
your body house. 

God made not only the body house 
you live in, but the “you” who lives in 
it. And He wants to live in the guest 
room — the heart — of every house. Have 
you invited Him into yours? Paul 
wrote, “I am crueified with Christ: 
nevertheless I live; yet not I, but Christ 
liveth in me” (Gal. 2:20). Some of the 
Christians in Corinth were doing sinful 
things, so Paul reminded them that they 
— both body and self — belonged to God; 
therefore, they should always do those 
things that would honor and please Him, 
You may find this reminder in 1 Corin- 
thians 6:19, 20. 

As a good caretaker or nousekeeper 
of God’s property, how should you take 
care of your body? Do you keep the 
building as clean and neat and pure as 
would please Him? (You know what 
happened when the Lord Jesus found 
cattle dealers and crooks misusing the 
temple house of God!) Do you use the 
best kinds of fuels—the right kinds of 
food and drink—to keep it running: in 
good health so you can do God’s work? 
Do you send and receive only good pro- 
grams over the radio outfit? You know 
He wants that broadcasting station to 
send out some messages for Him. His 
parting command to His friends on earth 
was, “Go ye into all the world, and 
preach the gospel to every creature” 
(Mark 16:15). You can begin -on stand- 
ard wave to your locality (Acts 1:8),

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My Class of Girls 


By Beatrice E. Borchardt 
THE VALUE OF A GIRL 


EACHER, are the girls of your class 
living at their best? To some degree 
they are, perhaps, but not entirely. That 
would mean perfection, and none of us 
has ever had a perfect group of girls, 
just as our girls have never had a per- 
fect leader. This lesson topic, though, 
reminds us of our total aim for the 
young lives we are seeking to help. 
Above all else we want them to become 
intimately acquainted with the Lord 
Jesus. We want them to “die” to self 
and all the sham amd inadequacy of a 
Christless life, and to be “risen with 
Christ,” reflecting His glory in whatever 
they do (1 Cor. 10:31). To these ends 
Wwe pray and study, and provide fun 
and worship, a8 we deal with our girls 
individually and in groups. 
What are the goals, as presented in 
this lesson, and what are the present- 


day problems related to them? 


1. Girls were created to live according 
to God’s specifications. Sin and trouble 
come when God’s ideals are. ignored 
(Gen. 1:27, 28; Rom. 7:9). 

2. Every girl, whoever she is, should 
be given a chance to live right. To what 
extent are her neighbors, church people 
included, giving her this chance? (Matt. 
12:11, 12; Rom. 10:3, 14.) 

3. Every girl’s life is touching other 
lives, and it is making a tremendous 
difference to someone how she is con- 
ducting herself (Rom. 14:19-21; Luke 9: 
23-26). 

4. Every girl owes it to the Redeemer 
who purchased the privilege for her to 
be better than she is to let Him make 
her life a “little sanctuary” through 
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which His Spirit_may shine (1 Cor. 6: 
19, 20; Ezek. 11:16; Psa. 90:17). 

What are some of the hindering habits 
that are keeping girls from their. best? 
Laziness, procrastination, a false sense 
of values, lack of perseverance — such 
habits lower efficiency. Just now 
teachers in all parts of the country are 
alarmed by the increasing rudeness, 
cynicism, and profanity even among 
Sunday school girls. We are glad to 
know that “all the girls in town” do not 
smoke as one of the neighbors condemn- 
ingly declared; but too many of them 
do. This is being practiced in many 
places by younger girls than ever before, 
and with their smoking go sneaky dis- 
honesty, drinking, coarseness, and lack 
of self-control. What can be done for 
such girls? How can they be prevented 
from hurting others? Primarily they 
need the Saviour, for no girl can live 
her mental, physical, moral, or spiritual 
best without Christ. Conversion is the 
only satisfactory solution to the girl 
problem that is sweeping our land. 

Christian leaders must gain the friend- 
ship and co-operation of parents and 
young people alike. They must learn 
what the girls are learning, and hasten 
to direct young interests into worthy 
channels. Girls need more than abstract 
theories. They need concrete examples 
and opportunities in the shape of dy- 
namic leaders offering them something 
attractive to do. 

How May a Girt BE HER BEstT?

Why 
does God demand our best? How do 
personal actions and ideals affect others?

A fourth use of the word “love” is 
perhaps the one most familiar to us as 
Christians, even though it falls short of 
the highest. and best meaning of the 
word. We sometimes call affection 
“love.” Such affection may be on a very 
high plane, and yet may be correctly 
termed “selfish love,” not so much be- 
cause it seeks to exploit another for 
its own interests, but because it is depen- 
dent upon something another is or has 
done, or upon the return affection shown 
by the other. Once this return ceases, 
selfish love is likely to die. 


However, there is a fifth and higher 
use of the word “love,” which is the one 


. found in the Scripture portions chosen 


for our prayer meeting this week. It 
comes from the Greek word agape. It 
is a word unknown to Greek writers 
outside the New Testament, and it stands 
for love in its fullest conceivable form, 
— unselfish love. 

It is a love not dependent on circum- 
stances or upon the qualities of the one 
loved, or even upon any return received 
from the one,loved. It is changeless and 
timeless, and without envy or mistrust.
